h a v e n ’t the time for that. T he better w ay is 
for local citizens to offer their advice on 
these Issues to the Council m em bers, in ­ 
dividually or collectively. 
B ut advice w ithout know ledge is not s a t ­ 
isfactory, either. T h a t’s w hy m ore people 
should attend tin* Council meetings to ac­ 
quire a background of know ledge of public 
problem*. 
Some time ago tile Council voted fund. 
to purchase more com fortable 
chairs 
in 
the Council cham bers, hoping th at it w ould 
eneouiage increased atten dan ce at Council 
meetings Alas, the 
increased 
atten d an ce 
never m aterialized 
Perhaps the local governm ent com m ittee 
of tho Charnbei of C om m erce can help to 
solve this problem , lf it can, a big start 
will have been rondo in Hic im provem ent 
Of city governm ent.
